I have 
several veins of this running from 1 
to 4 feet in width, and down, in 
the earth, only 12 feet. G. 

Answer: The reddish stains on 
both samples are chiefly those of 
iron. Lead vandate, lead carbonate, 
and lead molybdate more or less 
present; blue azurite, and green 
malachite (carbonates of copper) 
in low percentages. It is probable 
that the ore carries silver. The 
green scales somewhat resembling 
Torbernite (an ore of uranium) are 
but copper silicate mixed with 

lachite. 


It is hard to advise you as to 
treatment of the ores. Wet methods 
would probably be our choice; but 
even then, quite a percentage of 
values would be lost on an ordinary 
commercial] scale.
